DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-28 are currently pending in this application. Claims 11-13, 16 and 18-28 
are withdrawn from further consideration by the Examiner, 37 C.F.R. § 1 .142(b), as 
being drawn to a non-elected invention. The withdrawn subject matter is patentably 
distinct from the elected subject matter as it differs in structure and element and would 
require separate search considerations. In addition, a reference, which anticipates one 
group, would not render obvious the other. 



RmsinmsB to Amendment and Remarks 

The amendment and remarks filed on December 03, 2008 were fully considered 
and entered into the application. In regards to the 35 U.S.C. 1 12 first paragraph 
rejections of claims 1 and 10, the grounds of rejection are moot in view of Applicants' 
amendment. Therefore, the 35 U.S.C. 112 first paragraph rejection has been withdrawn. 
In regards to the objection of claims 2-9, 14, 15 and 17 for depending on a rejected 
base claim, the grounds of objection are moot in view of Applicants' amendment and the 
objection has also been withdrawn. Therefore, claims 1-11, 14, 15 and 17 are allowable. 
The closest prior art is WO 01/64642.
